office. He commented that his 
students are always at the fore- 
front. 

“It’s just amazing to see how 
hard these kids work,” McNeill 
said. “They want to continue to 
build on the great traditions of 
Roosevelt.”

2,630, is known for 
its competitive sci- 
ence and technology 
and AP Capstone 
programs.

Results and Voter Turnout

There was little surprise in the 
election results for either the five 
precincts in which Greenbelt resi- 
dents vote or in county and state 
voting totals. Greenbelt proved 
itself once more to be a strong- 
hold for the Democratic party 
as 1s Prince George’s County. 
This resulted in Democrat Ben 
Jealous beating out incumbent 
Republican Larry Hogan in the 
governor’s race by a margin in 
the city of 47 percent and in the 
county by 43 percent. Statewide, 
however, Hogan won by a 14 
percent margin. Support for Ho- 
gan was strongest in Precinct 21- 
6, Greenbelt Elementary School 
(central Greenbelt, north end), 
where Jealous’s winning margin 
was only 20 percent, and weakest 
at 21-8, Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary School (Greenbelt West), 
where Jealous beat out Hogan by 
a margin of 67 percent. 

Turnout 

Voter turnout at the Greenbelt 
precincts was only 190 votes less 
than for the 2016 Presidential 
election. However, because reg- 
istration is higher now than then, 
the percentage turnout dropped 
from 45 to 41. In the 2014 Gu- 
bernatorial Election, the Green- 
belt area voter turnout was 37 
percent. At this election, 1,429 


more residents cast ballots than in 
2014 and there were 2,460 more 
registrations. All five precincts 
experienced increases in both 
number voting and number regis- 
tered since four years ago, but the 
most significant increases were 
in Precinct 21-8, which includes 
Greenbelt Station, the only area 
of the city that has experienced 
growth in housing and population 
during that time. There, registra- 
tions increased by 79 percent and 
the number of persons casting 
ballots increased by 170 percent. 

Unfortunately, only 21 percent 
of registered voters turned out in 
the June 26 primary election. For 
most county offices that election 
chose the new officeholders as 
Republicans failed to nominate 
any challengers. 

In the state and the county, 
about one out of every three votes 
were cast during early voting. 
Hogan supporters in the county 
were slightly more inclined to 
vote early than those voting for 
Jealous, but less inclined to do 
so statewide. Early votes are not 
assigned to the various precincts 
but rather recorded as separate 
precincts based upon polling place 
location in the tabulation of votes.

Sweet Habitat 


Since moving to Greenbelt 
decades ago, recently I was re- 
minded why I stayed so long. Its 
park-like surroundings with lots 
of trees, a lake, wildlife and paths 
to walk kept me here. So, it be- 
came a way of life: to honor the 
trees, respect them for the way 
they sustain the environment, and 
when necessary, to protest their 
removal when dubious reasons are 
given (other than disease and be- 
coming a danger to property and 
residents). After all, taking one 
tree among hundreds should never 
be a big deal: until it is. 

This time, the reasoned con- 
clusion by a few to support the 
removal of a unique tree was 
framed by several thoughtful 
matters: to prevent a carport tent 
(described as an eyesore) from 
becoming a permanent fixture in 
a parking lot; the preference to 
practice gardening in sunlit space 
instead of partial shade; the dis- 
taste for tree sap and pine needles 
that may land on a coveted car; 
the fear of possible fire from util- 
ity lines in existence since Pepco 
set up shop and strung power 
lines up and down our streets; the 
reluctance to relocate a charging 
station for green car technology; 
and more, as the list went on 
and on. 

When I learned about the se- 
cretive vote taken to cut down 
this towering white pine, in the 
midst of news covering despicable 
and calloused acts against more 
and more innocent people these 
days across the globe, I took no- 
tice. How can someone’s dislike 
for another living being actually 
be so resolute that death becomes 
the best and only solution? Did 
anyone consider how removing 
this tree would impact its home- 
land, especially the people whose 





yard had become its home after 
Greenbelt filled up with values 
and voices? Or was this particu- 
lar tree’s fate decided upon too 
quickly without sufficient delib- 
eration? In this case, its fate was 
too easily determined by one resi- 
dent who lives near the tree, not 
under it. How could this happen? 

And, so [ll stand by my new- 
found neighbors who live with- 
in walking distance. They have 
reached out to the neighbor who 
changed their lives with his re- 
quest to kill off the tree in their 
yard, even though he apparently 
didn’t consider how this would 
impact them or others. Willing to 
find a better way to accommodate 
his interests and spare their tree, 
they offered other solutions for 
him to consider. If only they had 
known about his plans for them 
and the tree, to begin with, not 
after the vote was taken to kill 
the tree in their yard. 

Aren’t good neighbors fash- 
ioned out of the same cloth of 
a nation: with respect and con- 
sideration for one another? See, 
this tree is unique, not because 
it deserves to die, but because it 
deserves to live . . . like every- 
one else on this planet in these 
troubled times. I am thankful 
for the kind of neighbors I have 
been lucky to have since moving 
here . . . the ones who are like 
the trees: could be a bit messy at 
times, but mostly sheltering and 
full of good will. 

If life’s splendor is valued, 
its messy side shouldn’t bring it 
down ... so let the Board of 


Directors, GHI, know. Tell them 
to spare this one tree, this one 
time. You'll be glad you voted 
in the name of justice for all. 
Many voices matter, too, not just 
the few.

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Kids Sport Clean Uniforms 
At Magnolia Elementary 


A visitor to Magnolia Elemen- 
tary on a Thursday morning will 
see children running around the 
sidewalk, all donning matching 
yellow polos and black slacks or 
skirts. Not a speck of dirt marks 
the children’s uniforms. 

Thanks to Nick Sundberg, 
long-snapper for the Washing- 
ton Redskins, the elementary 
school became one of five pilot 
programs last year for his char- 
ity, Loads of Love, according to 
Principal Phyllis Gillens. With the 
success it saw in the school, the 
program recently expanded to 42 
other schools and homeless shel- 
ters in Prince George’s County. 

Loads of Love puts wash- 
ing machines and dryers into 
schools and homeless shelters 
for people who would otherwise 
worry about wearing dirty clothes 
to school or shelters, according to 
Gillens. 

Members of the Magnolia 
Parent-Teacher Advisory Council 
(PTAC) have used the wash- 
ers almost every week since the 
program’s start a year ago. PTAC 
president, Karen Gibson-Serrette,

keeps the washers running with 
dirtied uniforms along with 
clothes brought in by parents. 
Recently, PTAC found them espe- 
cially helpful for cleaning donat- 
ed uniforms for the school’s uni- 
form recycling program, Serrette 
said. 

The school’s guidance coun- 
selor, Joan Nachman, can recall 
many accidents and spills in the 
last year that were cleaned in 
the laundry room. While she has 
not yet seen any direct effects on 
children’s attendance or grades 
due to the program, having the 
ability to wash the uniforms at 
school has been a help to the 
teachers, she said. 

Washing clothes in the school 
is free for anyone who wants to 
participate, and while the pro- 
gram is aimed at the children 
who attend the school, families 
are also welcome to bring in their 
clothes, Gillens said. Still, the 
program has not yet caught on to 
the extent that Gillens and Nach- 
man believe it should. 

“It’s a work in progress,” 
Nachman said. 


Over the next year, Nachman 
is working with PTAC to recruit 
more volunteers to run the wash- 
ers throughout the week and she 
wants to reach out and advertise 
to more parents she thinks would 
benefit from the program.

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Community Attends Annual 
Service to Honor Veterans

Members of the Greenbelt 
community gathered at Roosevelt 
Center on Sunday, November 11, 
to honor the men and women 
who served in the military. 

The event began with saluting 
the American flag followed by 
reciting the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Members of the Hometown USA 
Chorus sang patriotic songs such 
as America the Beautiful and God 
Bless America as the crowd sang 
along. 

Those in attendance included 
representatives of the City of 
Greenbelt as well as members of 
the Greenbelt American Legion 
Post 136. Also attending was 
Prince George’s County Council- 
member Todd Turner, who was 
thankful for everyone who gath- 
ered on a cold morning to honor 
the men and women who served 
in the United States military. 

“T appreciate that the Greenbelt 
American Legion Post, as well 
as the city of Greenbelt, comes 
together and does this recogni- 
tion, particularly now that it’s the 
100th year after Armistice Day, 
which initially started what is 
now called Veterans Day,” said 
Turner. “To think back and be 
reflective of what has happened 
over that 100 years and the ser- 
vice that our veterans have given 
us is truly astounding to be where 
we are today.” 

Turner, whose father served 
in the Navy in the 1950s, never 
served in the military himself, 
but gained an appreciation for his 
father’s service and that of other 
veterans while in high school 
when he was chosen as one of 
the first officers in the Naval 
Junior ROTC program at Curtis 
High School in New York. 

Greg Gigliotti, commander of 
the Greenbelt American Legion, 
talked about not only the strug- 
gles armed service members deal

American Legion members, police and community leaders place 


with in being away from home, 
but the toll it takes on their fami- 
lies as well. 

“We also honor the families 
that support the man or woman 
who is deployed overseas be- 
cause it’s a big burden,” Gigliotti 
said. “The American Legion was 
designed to support the communi- 
ties the veterans came home to. 
It’s significant to be a member of 
the Legion.” 

Gigliotti, who served in the 
military for 42 years, says the 
goal of the Legion is simple: 
help any veterans in any way 
they can. 

‘Any time there’s a veteran in 
need and we find out about it, we 
always reach out to help in any 
way we possibly can, even if it’s 
a matter of paying their rent.” 

In his time overseas, and to 
this day, Gigliotti is thankful for 
the Legion as they supported his 
wife while he was away with the 
Army. “I’ve been deployed three 
times, and my wife has done all 
the things to make my return as 
pleasant [as possible], and she 
had the backing of the American 
Legion family here in Greenbelt,” 
he said. 

While many feel saying 
“Thank you for your service” to 
veterans is a small gesture, Le- 
gion Adjutant Mike Moore feels 
that gesture, along with the com- 
munity attending events to show 
their support for veterans, goes a 
long way. 

“T think the veterans are very, 
very touched when the commu- 
nity comes together to say ‘thank 
you for your service’ even though 
the variability of the service is 
wide,” said Moore. “Not every- 
body is a combat hero, but they 
all swore the oath, and they all 
served. That’s what counts and 
that’s what we’re saying thank 
you for.”

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Co-op Has Net Loss in FY18, 
Plans for New Roof and Solar 


After two straight years of 
profits, the Greenbelt Consumer 
Cooperative announced a net 
loss of $38,645 during Fiscal 
Year 2018 at its annual meeting 
November 10. At the meeting, 
members voted to keep three 
people on the board of directors 
and approved an amendment to 
the bylaws, allowing the Co-op 
to accept loans to replace its 
leaky roof. 

Treasurer Joe Timer said the 
results are “discouraging,” and 
that “Co-op will continue to be 
challenged and will encounter 
threats to its long-term viability.” 
He said the loss was caused by 
“a compilation of small factors, 
rather than a major shock.” 

“It’s increasingly difficult to 
retain our customer base and 
store sales,” General Manager 
Bob Davis said. “I can’t make 
any promises, only that we’ll 
work hard to make this thing 
successful.” 

Timer said the Co-op has 
lost money seven of the past 10 
years. The board was unable to 
add to employees’ retirement ac- 
counts, give employees bonuses

or pay patronage dividends but it 
did increase wages and salaries. 
“TI don’t see any patronage funds 
being repaid in the next several 
years,” Timer said. 

Timer said it costs about $800 
every time the roof needs to 
be patched. He said a new roof 
would cost roughly $150,000. 

“There are patches on top of 
patches right now,” said Market- 
ing and Outreach Coordinator Joe 
Garerl. 

In order to pay for the new 
roof, the board amended its by- 
laws to allow members to lend 
the Co-op up to $10,000. The 
previous cap was $2,000. The 
Co-op will pay 4 percent “an- 
nual interest until an agreed date 
within 15 years,” according to 
the bylaws, and will accept loans 
until it owes $20,000 per year 
in interest. After some debate, 
members voted unanimously for 
the amendment. 

The board will consider in- 
stalling solar panels when a new 
roof is installed. Timer said they 
would cost up to $450,000. 

Members asked about the risk 
associated with these loans and 


questioned how the store would 
pay them back. 

“Solar would go a long, long 
way,” Gareri said. Timer said the 
Co-op saved $9,000 during FY18 
by switching from fluorescent to 
LED lights. 

“If this co-op goes bust in 
five years, you will not get your 
money back,” board member Bill 
Jones said. 

After the store made $45,606 
in Fiscal Year 2017, the board 
paid $21,000 in employee bonus- 
es and added $10,000 to employ- 
ee retirement accounts. The store 
had $1,698,895 in total assets at 
the end of FY18, down 1.8 per- 
cent from the previous year. 

Timer and Jones were re-elect- 
ed to the board. Donna Peterson, 
who was appointed to the board 
in March, was elected for the 
first time. 

The Co-op’s Fiscal Year runs 
from July 1 to June 30 of the 
following year. The annual meet- 
ing is held in November so that 
the board and the outside auditors 
have time to close out all of the 
accounts and give an accurate 
picture of the store’s financial 
health. 


Greenbelt’s Film History 
Kighty Seconds at a Time 


Old Greenbelt Theatre (OGT) 
is in the process of producing 
10 short documentaries explor- 
ing Maryland media history, art 
history and culture. These short 
films will be shown in the theater 
prior to feature films. 

The series, Telling our Sto- 
ries: 80 Years in 80 Seconds, is 
funded with the help of a $5,000 
grant from Preservation Mary- 
land, an organization dedicated 
to historical preservation in the 
state. OGT Executive Director 
Caitlin McGrath said she con- 
ceived of the idea as a way to 
tell important local stories at a 
theater so closely tied to Green- 
belt’s history and its inhabitants. 

“We thought because we were 
hitting our 80-year anniversary 
it was a good opportunity to do 
a looking back, not only at the 
history of the theater but also the 
history of media in the area in 
general,” said McGrath. 

The theater has completed 
three of the films, each produced 
in-house, with seven more to

come. The fourth film will be 
completed sometime before the 
new year, according to McGrath. 

“This is the first time we’d 
ever tried to produce anything 
like this,” she said. 

The 80 Years series is also a 
unique project for Preservation 
Maryland, according to Megan 
Baco, the organization’s direc- 
tor of communications and for- 
mer OGT board member, who 
remarked that the organization 
primarily funds the preservation 
of physical structures. 

“Why not use the opportunity 
of a theater to tell people about 
preservation and the history of 
the theater?” she said. 

While A History of Movie- 
going in Maryland is the only 
film in the series currently being 
shown, the theater also showed a 
documentary in the spring about 
Maryland baseball history to co- 
incide with the beginning of the 
baseball season. 

Another film promoted Digi- 
tization Day, an event sponsored

by the theater last February, 
where people were invited to 
bring in their old home movies 
to be digitized free of charge. 
McGrath said her team will put 
together footage from some of 
the home movies for a forthcom- 
ing 80 Years piece. 

“One of the reasons we did 
that day was to get people think- 
ing about home movies as 1m- 
portant historical documents,” 
McGrath said. 

Other films in the works in- 
clude one about Maryland movie 
landmarks, a profile of a former 
light board operator at the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre and another 
featuring children’s work cre- 
ated during an experimental film 
workshop. 

“It’s a lot of fun to do these 
little things,’ McGrath said. “We 
work with movies all the time 
but it’s fun to not just screen 
them but 
to create 
them as 
well.”

No count is available for Green- 
belt early voting, but there is no 
reason to believe it would differ 
significantly from that of the 
county. 

Absentee and provisional bal- 
lots are also treated as separate 
counts and there is no informa- 
tion on Greenbelters who voted 
that way. Statewide, about three 
percent of the votes cast were 
absentee or provisional ballots. 

Democrats might wish to take 
note that the strongest support for 
their candidates was in the Sprin- 
ghill Lake and Turning Point 
Academy precincts. But at 34 
percent each, these precincts had 
the lowest voter turnout rates. 

Results 

U.S. Senator Ben Cardin, 
Democrat, easily won re-election 
in the state with 64 percent of 
the vote, in the county with 90 
percent and in the city with 87 
percent. His strongest support 
in the city came from Springhill 
Lake Elementary School at 94 
percent and his weakest at Green- 
belt Elementary at 78 percent. 

Steny Hoyer was once again 
elected to the Fifth Congres- 
sional District seat, capturing 86 
percent of the Greenbelt vote and 
87 percent of the district vote. 
With the Democrats winning a 
majority of Congressional seats 
nationwide, Hoyer is expected 
to become Majority Leader of 
Congress as Nancy Pelosi steps 
up to be Speaker of the House, 
positions the pair previously held 
from 2001 to 2003. 

With strong support from 
Greenbelt and the county, Mary- 
land Comptroller Peter Franchot 
and Attorney General Brian Frosh 
coasted to re-election. Nearly 
three times as many voters in 
Greenbelt cast ballots for Repub- 
lican Hogan than for either Re- 
publican challenger to these two 
state offices, an indication of the 
large number of Democrats who 
supported Hogan. 

School Board 

There was only one race re- 
sulting in the defeat of an in- 
cumbent — that for the District 2 
member of the Board of Educa- 
tion. In that non-partisan race, 
challenger Joshua Thomas beat 
out incumbent Lupi Grady by 14 
points. Thomas won all Green- 
belt precincts, but his margin of 
victory was only two votes at 
Greenbelt Elementary School as 
compared to 330 votes in Pre- 
cinct 21-18, Turning Point Acad- 
emy (southern Greenbelt East). 
Citywide he won by a 10-point 
margin. 

County Elections 

For most county races, there 
were no challengers to the Demo- 
cratic candidates, including that 
for county executive where An- 
gela Alsobrooks won. There was, 
however, a Republican challenger 
in a county council race. For the 
two new at-large positions on the 
county council, Democrats Mel 








Franklin and Calvin Hawkins 
easily won election, with their 
Republican challenger gaining 
14 percent of the Greenbelt vote. 
Unopposed, District Four Coun- 
cilmember Todd Turner was re- 
elected. 

In the race to elect three del- 
egates from Maryland Legislative 
District 22, all incumbents were 
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Jealous/Turnbull - Democratic 
Quinn/Smith - Libertarian 
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re-elected with Tawanna Gaines 
being well ahead of Anne Healey 
and Alonzo Washington in Green- 
belt and also in the district, but 
by a smaller margin. Republican 
challenger Winnie Obike received 
12 percent of the Greenbelt vote. 
Paul Pinsky was re-elected to an- 
other term as that district’s State 
Senator, taking 93 percent of the 


vote against Libertarian Lauren 
Drew. 
Ballot Questions 

The 11 county ballot questions 
were all approved as were two 
state questions. Greenbelt vot- 
ers strongly supported Question 
1 to require that proceeds from 
legalized gambling supplement 
other funds allocated for public

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education. Ballot Question 2, to 
allow voting registration on the 
same day as the election, passed 
by a somewhat smaller margin, 
with the two Greenbelt Center 
precincts exhibiting greater op- 
position to it than in other city 
precincts.
